III. Claims 23, 25, 26, 28-33, drawn to an electrically conductive polymeric article, 
classified in class 428, subclass 500. 

IV. Claims 24, 27, drawn to an electrically conductive polymeric article, classified in 
class 428, subclass 411.1. 

Distinctness 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

2. Inventions I/II and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made 
by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as 
claimed could be made by materially different process comprising treating an article comprising a 
polymer such as polyaniline in nigraniline (75% oxidized) state . 

Claim 23 link(s) inventions I/II and III. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 23. Upon the allowance of 
the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and 
any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if 
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any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) 
is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or 
divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, 
the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be made by materially different process comprising treating an article comprising a 
polymer such as polyaniline and viologen with protonic acid (at pH = 0) to produce an electrically 
conductive polymeric article comprising the polymer and viologen salt. 

4. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions I and II are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects since contrary to the invention I, of the invention 
II further comprises a step (iii) of reacting a vinyl alkyl halide grafted polyethylene film substrate 
having a viologen bonded thereto, with an alkyl halide before irradiating with UV. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for the one of groups is not required for another group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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6. A telephone call was made to Mr. Mark J. Nuell on October 10, 2002 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
